New theatre 
threatens By-Pass 


Professor Charles Eliot, Planning Consultant for the Town of 
Wilmington declared last Saturday afternoon that if the proposed 
theatre is constructed in back of Louie’s gas station the pro- 
posals fora new Alternative Route 129 will have to be abandoned. 

Joining in with Eliot was Rep. Fred F. Cain, who said that the 
_parking area for the proposed theatre is absolutely necessary 
for the bridge that is to be built, either over Clark Street or 


over Middlesex Avenue and the Wildcat Railroad. 


A large 


part of the proposed parking lot will be needed for that bridge, 


Cain said. 


Cain told the audience at the Volkswagen Northeastern faci- 
lity that he has had $350,000 in county funds allocated to 
purchase the right of way for the Alternate 129 Route, and that 
he is waiting for final word, from the state. 

The route would go from Main Street south of Wilmington 
Square (near the Berecz plant) to the vicinity of Rocco's 
Restaurant, north of Wilmington Square, using a line that would 
pass near the Wilmington Fire Station, and further north pass 
in back of the Wilmington Plaza shopping center. 

There ‘is no other way, Professor Eliot said, to relieve the 
traffic congestion at Wilmington Square other than the proposed 
Alternative Route 129.

The movie rating s. 
the muddled alphabet of G to X, is in 
serious trouble and right now des- 
perate efforts are being made in 
Hollywood and New York torevamp 
and tighten the regulations before 
government censorship crushes in. 

But one of the ironies of the 
current film sex-and-violence flare- 
up, is the fact that the majority of 
movie-goers, the age block of 18 to 
30, has no complaints whatsoever. 
These regular film fans take the 
nudity, sex and rough language 
without a qualm. 

There are two groups that 
are crying out with alarm. One is the 
self-appointed, generally middle- 
aged and older guardians of the pub- 
lic morals. These people will admit, 
proudly in most cases, that they 
seldom if ever go to the movies 
except for an occasional dip into 
something like “Love Story” or 
“Airport” and they would like an 
endless succession of things like 
“The Sound of Music” and Walt 

Disney pictures. 

The other, and very legiti- 
mate protestors, are parents who 
are finding it increasingly difficult to 
locate a picture to take the kids to see. 

And here is the crux of the 
problem centering on the GP rating. 
GP stands for “all ages admitted, 
parental guidance suggested”. 

Here is where the rating 
system and Hollywood are just 
begging for the re-institution of 
strict censorship. In their to 
extract every possible dollar from 
the box office, the Hollywood studios 
have pressured and argued the 
administrators of the code and rat-

ing system into giving a GP rating to 
films that should fall into the R 
category. 

The most notorious example 
was “Ryan’s Daughter,” a lovely 
film with one exquisitely done nude 
love scene, perfectly ptable to 
all but the most prudish adults, but 
certainly not for children. MGM 
made such a noise about the “R” 
rating (Restricted, Under 17 requir 
ing accompanying parent or adult 
guardian) and threatened to with 
draw from the system, that the rat 
ing was moved up toaGP. 

One of the things to realize 
is that the Hollywood studios are ir 
rough shape. Movie attendance is 
about 15 million a week as compar 
to between 70 and 90 million a week 
in the late 1940s, the peak era of the 
“golden age of cinema” before 
television. 

Asa curious sideline to all 
this, there is another development ir 
movies. While there has been greut 
concern over the rating system, 
hardcore pornographic movies have 
come out from underground. Before, 
such stag films were seen only at 
lodge halls after midnight. 

Now, with little complaint 
from the genera] public, the hard- 
core stuff has blossomed across the 
country (30 theaters in and around 
Times Square) and in the past few 
months it has moved into Boston. 
None of the patrons has complained 
and explicit sex grinds away all day 
on the screen. The houses have 
avoided trouble thus far by strictly 
enforcing the over-21 age limit.

It is. he said, a great opportunity for the 


people of Wilmington and the town to move forward. 
There were half a dozen other speakers, who made 


up the morning program. 


The Mid Circumferential High- 
way. planned by the MDC. and 
which caused the formation of the 
Sub-Regional Inter-town Liason 
Committee. is no longer on the 
planning table for the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Works. 
Justin L. Radlo of the DPW de- 
clared. He is a Location and 
Survey Engineer. His remarks 
brought out the professor. Chair- 
man Mort Grant of the Planning 
Board and Chairman John R 
Caswell of SILC, for an imme- 
diate inspection of the map before 
Mr. Radlo. 

Mr. Radio placed his emphasis 
‘on the changes in the DPW since 
the new commissioner. Mr. 
Campbell. has taken charge. ‘The 
new philosophy, he said. was that 
the planning was of a participa- 
tory nature. and that the environ- 
mental reports now required 
shall be well thought out by the 
department. Radlo spoke of plan- 
ning for 1990 and even beyond, 
and said that a complete plan for 
re-construction of Route 62 does 
not appear in the DPW plans. 

James A. Miller of the Metro- 
politan Area Planning Council 
and John Henry. also of MAPC 
discussed solid waste disposal. 

Miller explained that MAPC is 
made up of 101 communities 
around Boston and that they are 


involved in housing. open space. 
water and sewer planning. and 
now in planning for solid waste 
disposal. which was first pro- 
posed in 1968. It is now an inde- 
pendent agency. 

John Henry, who is a Principal 
Planner for MAPC discussed 
solid waste disposal and how it 
will affect Wilmington. It was 
his belief that the state should 
participate at least 50% in the 
planning and engineering for 
solid waste disposal. The first 
problem. he said. was to decide 
‘whether Wilmington will take care 
of its own solid waste disposal. or 
go in on a regional basis with 
other communities. 

If an incinerator should be put 
in Wilmington. he said. it should 
have part of its cost borne by 
other towns that use it, as allowed 
by House Bill 5950, which he 
advised the citizens of Wilming- 
ton to watch closely. 


John R. Caswell, Chairman of

Wilmington is spending approxi- 
mately $40,000 a year. on ice time. 
This is more than in the past 
because of a 80% increase in in- 
terest among the youngsters, The 
program will undoubtedly increase 
more. in the next year. and could 
increase now if there were time. 

If Wilmington were to use this 
money for the construction of a 
Municipal Rink. in my opinion we 
could very easily support our own 
rink. The money would pay for 
the rink by itself. and the High 
School and local industries would 
also subsidize the rink, It isn’t 
realized that there are a number of 
hockey teams. for instance, in the 
local industries of Wilmington.

About three weeks ago the Joyce 
Rink announced that there had 
been a $9,000 profit for the first 
year - this in spite of some ex- 
traordinary unforseen expenses 
for building deficiencies, totalling 
nearly $50,000. 

The report was by the Rink Com- 
mittee, and the Supervisor told 
School Committee, as reported in 
the Woburn Times that the Com- 
mittee was considering a reduction 
in the hourly. charge, to Woburn 
organizations.
